Dr. Newcomb Secretly Summoned De- 
tectives, Who Failod to Reach the 
Dispensary and the Wo- 
man Disappeared. 


The police are puzzled over a mysterious 
visitor, entertained before 5 o’clock Tues- 
day morning at the City Dispensary. 

A young, handsome and wel) dressed 
woman, wearing a@ goodly array of dia- 
mands and costly jewalry, came to the Dis- 
pefisary to have two stab wounds dressed. 
She gave the name of Celeste Horrick, 
which she admitted was fictitious, and de- 
clined to give any address. 

Dr.. Newcomb was dozing in his easy 
chair when he was aroused by the approach 
of a carriage. He stepped to the door. A 
handsome vehicle, a team of spanking bay 
horses and a coachman in livery handing 
a handsome young woman from the car- 
riage, were what he saw. 

The woman crossed the pavement and 
rushed toward the dispensary entrance. 
She was apparently 25 years old, tall, slen- 
der and had blonde hair. arranged on the 


top of her head, but sadly jumbled. She 
had no hat and an opera cape was thrown 
over her head and shoulders. 

“I have been wounded,” she said, hur- 
riedly, “and want my wounds dressed im- 
mediately. I have money and will pay 
wat, vou ask—only, I want attention at 
ynce. 

Dr. Newcomb was startled, but he took 
her into the operating room and made an 
examination. There were two knife wounds, 
one in the left breast, the other in the 
abdomen. Neither of them was serious. 
While dressing her wounds the doctor 
questioned her, but she gave unsatisfactory 
replies. “Thinking it was a case for police 
investigation, Dr. Newcomb pressed a but- 
ton to summon the detectivés from head- 
quarters. Then he renewed his attentions 
and questions. 

“No, I will not tell you where I was 
wounded,” she said. “I could not see a 
doctor out near my home for fear of noto- 
riety. Suppose my husband were to find it 
out. He would kill me. I don’t want tu 
say anything about this. All I want you 
to do is to dress these wounds and let me 
go. I will pay you well.’”’ 

While she was -talking Dr. Newcomb 
was anxiously awaiting the arrival of the 
detectives. They did not appear and ne 
again pressed the button. The woman ob- 
served his action and divined his inten- 
tions. She arose and offered to pay and 
Started away. The doctor tried to keep 
her by talking, but she would not stay. He 
had no authority to restrain her by force.

HISTORY OF THE DEAL 


Joseph Leiter entered the mar- 
ket Aprii 2. 189/, and immediate- 
ly afterward the pressure of a tre- 
mendous power was felt. but no 
knew whose was the hand. 
Leiter's first order was negotiated 
by Broker George B. French. It 
was for 100,000 bushels of May 

at 70% cents per bushel. 
Then his orders came thick and 
last. The cheapest wheat bought 
by Leiter 50,000 bushels, 
bought June 18, 1897, for Septem- 
ber delivery, at 64% cents. 

The deal ran 14 months, during 
which time the price of wheat was 
down to 64% cents in June, 1897, 
and up to $1.85 in May. 1898. It 
involved at one time an interest of 
more than 35,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. The highest price reached 
was $1.85. Estimated losses: On 
cash wheat, $4,020,000; on July 
and September futures, $2,000,009:

French citizens of St. Louis have done wisely in taking up 
the subject of the attitude of the French people towards the 
United States in the present war, with a view of aisiating

In the resolution adopted by a committee of French citizens 
of St. Louis there is a statement of the case which places the 
matter ina light different from that conveyed to Americans by 
extracts from French newspapers and accounts of Americans 
of maltreatment in Paris. 

The local committee charge the hostile utterances and ac- 
tion to reactionists and their newspaper organs. The French 
Government is strictly neutral, they say, and the masses of 
the French people are friendly to the United States and are 
heartily in sympathy with the war to liberate Cuba. The loy- 
alty of French-Americans to their adopted country and their 
belief in the friendliness of France are vigorously expressed. 

As a demonstration of the patriotism of French-Americans 
in Bt. Louis, and in order to cement their friendship with 
other citizens, July 14 is to be turned into a French-American 
celebration, and all citizens are invited to join in a demon- 
stration of the union of the two countries In the cause of 
liberty. 

Citizens of American birth will heartily accept the expres- 
sion of loyalty of their French fellow citizens and their invita- 
tion to join with them in cementing friendship. The friend- 
ship of the two countries is traditional and Americans will wel- 
come the proof that Frenchmen want to maintain it and are 
loyal to it. The vigorous expression of the sentiments of 
French-Americans will have a good effect in this country and 
in France. 

Let the French citizens of St. Louis join in a special celebra- 

tion of the American liberty festival on the Fourth, and 
Americans will join in the French liberty festival on the 
l4th. Two big liberty fetes this year will not be too much. 
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It is announced that the Milwaukee Street Railway Co., not- 
withstanding its victory in court, will reduce fares to 4 cents. 
This will keep the case out of the United States Supreme 
Court, to which the city had determined to appeal it. It is 
always well for the people to make a strong fight in their own 
Mo rests.

The Two Missouri Leaders Want In- 
dorsements and There Will Be 
a Tremendous Fight. 


The Negro Republican State League wil!

Mo., and it is expected the proceedings 
will mark either the restoration of Chaun- 
cey I. Filley to a portion, at. least, of 
some of his political prestige or result in 
his political death in Missouri. 

The knowing ones figure that if Filley 
can carry an indorsement from the Rich- 
mond gathering his stock will immediately 
bulge upward throughout the State. Such 
being the case he will be in a way to 
give Richard C. Kerens, the National- Re- 
publican Committeeman, a warm battfe for 
control of the State. at the coming con- 
vention 

Filley bas behind him at the Richmond 
convention the solid support of the Kansas 
City delegation, and if he can muster 
enough country votes, an effort will be 
made to pase re solutions condemning the 
present National Committeeman and_ in- 
dorsing Filley, chairman of the State Com- 
mittee. 

The failure of the present administration 
to provide for the recognition of the negro 
is Filley’s chief card of attack against Ker- 
ens.
